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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the status of FINAL should be 
withdraw because of the word "computer" should not have necessitated additional searching, however, this is not found persuasive 
because in the prior amendment filed on 9/13/04, applicant admitted the word "computer" alone is sufficient to distiquish the presented- 
claimed invention over the applied art which provides a new scope of claim and required a new search and consideration. Furthermore, 
applicant argues Utsumi does not teach the claimed feature of "broadcasting the request across the network", and for at least this 
reason, the rejection of claim 1 is deficient and misplaced and should be withdraw. However, prior office action dearly stated Utsumi 
does not teach the step of broadcasting, and Gulati provides the teaching as a secondary art. Claim 1 is rejected under Utsumi in view of 
Gulati, not Utsumi alone, therefore the argument is not persuasive. 
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
